Getting After the Grain Growers? 
Hon. T. A. Crerar offers an ex- 
planation of the appointment of | 
the grain enquiry commission. He | 
says the board was created to dis- | 
credit himself and the United | 
Grain Growers, by spreading in- 
formation or mis-information as to 
the way the Grain Growers Grain 
company manages its business. He 
cites in proof the evidence given 
by a former superintendent of the 
company’s terminal elevator at 
Fort William: The substance of 
this witness’ statements appears 
to be that the nag ere 
company stole grain. from e 
faceiiens stole grain from the C. 
P.R.; and allowed*iteremployes to 

steal grain from itself. : 

Whether this explanation of the 
genesis of the commission is cor- 
rect or not it accords with the cir- 
cumstances. Anything that would 
diseredit the Grain Growers and 
othef branches of the farmers’ 
organization is likely to be done 
if the Government can bring it to 
pass, on the ground that the dis- | 
ruption of the movement could 
not hurt the Government’s chances 
of winning the election, and might | 
better them. And if that was/| 
not the object im creating the 
grain enquiry commision the pub- 
lic are still in the dark as to what 
the purpose may have been. 

In any case, Mr, Crerar is un- 
doubtedly right in viewing these | 
charges against the integrity of | 
the company of which he is presi-| 
dent as a serious matter, not only | 
for himself but for the share-| 
holders in the grain company and 
the members of the Grain Grow- | 
ers’ organization. If the impres- | 


sion were made to stick that the | 


‘ompany had been pirating in the | 
grain trade, and also that it had | 
been so loosely run that employes 
were able to rob it with impunity, 
the seeds of distrust and disrup- | 
tion would be sown within the | 
ranks of the organised farmers, | 
while outside their ranks the 
standing of the organization | 
would go down to zero. 

Mr. Crerar says the company is 
‘‘determifed to’ resist unserupu- | 
lous attacks, and will protect it-| 
self in the courts to the full ex- | 
tent of its legal rights.’’ Strictly | 
interpreted this might only mean | 
that the company intend to take | 
legal action to prevent the grain | 
enquiry commission hearing, and | 
publishing further evidence re- 
garding its business transactions, | 
But it is to be supposed that what 
is meant is that the aceusations 
made will be subjected to in-.!

Ten months in jail for abusing | 


prisoners of war, and three years 
for sinking a hospital ship, may 
seem to the German military aris- 
tocrats to be outrageously severe 
penalties for trifling misdemean- 
ors. It may even be held in that 
quarter and likely is, that for the 
tivil courts to impose sentence 
upon one of their number in an 
intolerable impertinence, no mat- 
ter what he may have done. The 
fact remains that these men are 
criminals of a peculiarly odious 
type. Instead of them being de- 
meaned by association with the 
social scum in the common jail, 
the ‘‘thieves and felons’’ in that 
institution would be justified if 
they rose in mutiny against hav- 
ing to associate with such mons- 
ters. The war criminals are no 
better than the Kaiser; but they 
are getting off far more easily. 


Too Busy to Take Chances. 

The commission enquiring into 
the grain trade does not appear to 
be getting much attention from 
the farmers. At Lethbridge only 
four grain growers appeared to 
give evidence as to what they 
thought wrong with present meth- 
ods in marketing the crop. Per- 
haps the board would hear from 
more farmers if it were known 
more definitely why it was 
pointed and what it is expected to 
accomplish. These are busy times 
on the farm, and men cannot be 
expected to leave teams idle while 


they tell their troubles to a board | 


which may or may not have any- 
thing to do with the particular 
matters they are concerned about.

Other new courses over those provided 
last year (include a course in geography 
that is designed to fill afl ever-increasing 
demahd from the teachers for up-to-date 
material on the commercial and indus- 
trial phases of this subject. Eepecially 
aince the war the obtaining of reliable 
information of this kind hae peen diffi- 
cult. 

In response to a considerable demand, 
a course hae been organised fot the dem- 
onstration of modern methods and the 
Giscuassion of modern points WW view in 
history, in anticipation of the revision 
of the elementary school course in bis- 
tory now under way. 

Another new course will be History of 
Education, designed for advanced stu- 
dents who wish to develop a backgrouad 
for the interpretation of -qpPenent-day 
movements in education.

Fort Pitt. 

Capt. Gteele, with 70 mounted 
scouts and policemen, had an en- 
gagement with Big Bear at Two lakes, 
about 40 miles southeast of here, 
yesterday. He came on the Indiana 
at 9 o'clock in the morning as they 
were striking camp. He immediate- 
ly attacked them, Finding their 
front too strong, he made a flank 
movement and attacked them in the 
rear, driving them across 
creek, where he was unable to fol- 
low on account of the smalinem of 
his force. The Indfane numbered 
260 e#etrong. During the fight Inter- 
preter McKay was sent with a flag of 
truce. As he adyanced he was fired 
upon by the Indians. He got near 
enough to be heard and called out 
to Big Bear in Cree, who replied én- 
distinctly. McKay said: “It you 
will deliver up our people we will 
cease firing.” The Indians replied: 
“We intend to clean you all out.’ 
Steele's loss wae three wounded; Sgt 
Major Fury of the police in the 
breast; (W. ‘West scout, in the knee, 
and J. Fisk scout, in the forearm. —

Despite Dry Weather and General Conditions Productive. 
of Fires, Districts in Neighborhood of Edmonton Have 
Fortunately Escaped Conflagrations During Present
